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City loses

Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Harry J. Dingeman has 
dismissed a suit filed by city of 
Romulus officials challenging 
the right of the city of Wayne to 
buy property in Romulus for 
conversion of wetlands, 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said the city will 
appeal the decision. 

“It is my opinion that he 
(Dingeman) didn’t fully under- 
stand the situation," said McA- 
nally. “The opposing council 
was not present to explain the 
details, and i think this caused 
some confusion. We will file the 
appeal, and I believe, this time, 
there will be a different re- 
sult. * 1 ’ 


lawsuit in wetlands issue 


In dismissing the suit, Dinge- 
man said the action taken by 
Wayne officials was permissi- 
ble under the Wetlands Pre- 
servation Act and that it would 
be for the public benefit, 

The property, located on the 
corner of Van Born and Han- 
nan roads, in Romulus, is to be 
used as a wetlands mitigation 
site to replace land displaced 
by a $340 million expansion pro- 
ject of the Ford Wayne Assem- 
bly Plant, in Wayne. 

The lawsuit, filed Jan, 7, also 
named the Department of 
Natural Resources, which 
approved the site for wetland 
mitigation, and Harold Meinin- 
gei\ owner of the property. 

McAnally would like either 


the wetlands constructed else- 
where or the city of Romulus 
compensated for the loss of the 
72 acres on the city tax rolls. 
Under state law, wetlands have 
no land value and owners of 
them cannot be assessed prop 
erty taxes. 

“A method of working this 
problem out would be for the 
Ford Motor Co. and the city of 
Wayne to pay Romulus in lieu 
of taxes that would be taken off 
the tax roll as a result of the 
mitigation,” said McAnally, 
who estimated the former own- 
ers of the property paid $7,000 
annually to the city and to the 
Romulus school district. 

“If it is going to be resolved, 
we have to have dialogue with 


Ford and Wayne, The dialogue 
has not been occurring,” she 
continued. 

McAnally said the city never 
received a forma! document 
from Ford or Wayne officials 
notifying them of their plans or 
asking for input. 

Phil McKinney, Wayne city 
attorney, was not surpr ised by 
Dingeman’s decision. 

"I think he did an excellent 
job understanding the issues,” 
said McKinney. lL It was not 
surprising because we felt we 
were doing the right thing and 
that there was no legal basis for 
their lawsuit

Lambert job 
is conflict, 
lawyer says

Romulus City Councilman 
Alan Lambert is in violation of 
the city charter and state law 
by holding public office and 
training for a job on the city 
police force, according to an 
opinion issued last week by a 
special attorney hired by the 
city to examine the issue. 

Joseph F, Galvin, a partner 
in the Southfield-based law 
firm of SclusseJ, Lifton, Simon, 
Rands, Galvin & Jackier, 
wrote a letter to city legal coun- 
sel Wendell C. Flynn, of Romu- 
lus, last week, in response to 
the city attorney^ concerns of 
the validity of actions taken by 
the council during the Lambert 
controversy. 

Lambert, a three- term city 
councilman, entered the De- 
troit police academy Jan. !8. 
The 15-week police academy 
training is necessary before 
police officers can become cer- 
tified. Lambert’s training will 


end later this month, according 
to police officials. After he pas- 
ses the police academy, lie is 
guaranteed a job with the 
Romulus police force. 

Meanwhile, Lambert is 
being classified as a police re- 
cruit dispatcher and is being 
paid an annual salary of $15,500 
plus full health, dental and life 
insurance for himself and his 
family. He also is to be paid 
$5,000 annually for serving on 
the city council, although he 
has returned his city council 
checks to the city since 
February. 

Lambert said, in past re- 
ports, that by returning the 
council checks and because he 
is only a police cadet and is not 
a certified police officer, he is 
skirting the issue of conflict of 
interest. 

But in his legal opinion last 
week, Galvin disagreed. 

“A person may not simul- 
taneously be both a member of

Omnicom cable deal 
finalized for Romulus

Romulus cable subscribers 
will be seeing new faces and 
new f names when dealing with 
their city cable company this 
month 

The sale of Barden Cablevi- 
sion in Romulus and Van Buren 
Township was finalized March 
31, The city cable franchise has 
been acquired by Omnicom, a 
part of the N-Com Holding 
Corp. 

”1 enjoyed the period of time 

I owned the system in Romu- 
lus,” Don Barden said, after 
the sale. 

A diversification of his busi- 
ness holdings was the reason 
for the sale, Barden said. De- 
spite his absence in the cable 
area, Barden said he is still in- 
terested in real' estate, office 
buildings and hotels in the 
Romulus area. 

There have been no signifi- 
cant changes in the original 
Barden franchise agreement 
since it was amended by city 
council members last year. 
According to both Barden and 
Rick Collman, general mana- 


ger of Omnicom, there will be 
no immediate changes in the 
existing services and prog- 
rams. 

“We would like to make the 
transition as invisible as possi- 
ble,” Collman said. 

There also should be no 
change in billing to subscribers 
with the change of ownership. 
The current rate for basic 
cable services is $14 per month, 
and, Collman said, no change 
in the rate is eyed in the im- 
mediate future. 

Currently, about 40 to 45 per- 
cent of all homes in Romulus 
are hooked to cable television. 
Through marketing and im- 
proved picture quality, Colb 
man hopes to increase the 
penetration rate to at least 50 
percent by the end of the year. 

The better picture quality, he 
explained, will be the result of 
an extensive maintenance 
check of all cable lines. The 
procedure had already been 
under way by Barden officials 
before the sale. 

In addition, a check of all 
electrical equipment should be

Retired: Mail carrier was admired, 


respected by many

When Alonzo Warfield, of Romulus, first started work- 
ing for the postal service, a first-class stamp was 3 cents. 

That was 35 years ago. Now, the recently retired 62- 
year-old postman can reflect on the changes in Romulus 
and the post office through the years and his experiences 
as a postman. 

Warfield was working al a steel mill in Trenton before 
becoming a postal worker. He and his mother-in-law, Ida 
Zilka, went to the post office to get a mailbox repair 
problem resolved, and the postmaster told Warfield of a 
job opening as a Romulus city mail carrier. After discus- 
sing the possibilities with his wife, Leda, Warfield decided 
that working as a mail carrier would be better than the 
shifts he was working at the steel mill. 

He trained for three weeks without pay and started 
working for $1.02 per hour. I le worked six days a week and 
walked 12 1/2 miles each day throughout downtown 
Romulus and the outlying areas. During the Christmas 
season, however, the mail was delivered twice a day, and 
Warfield put in a lot of overtime, sometimes working 
from 6 a.m to 11 pm. 

Warfield has noticed many changes in the post office 
during the years. When he first started working, the post 
office was not unionized, and the pay was low. Now, postal 
carriers have better insurance benefits, higher wages and 


equipment allowances, he explained, 

Warfield does not like the idea of the post office going 
public. He does not think it is in the interest of the public 
because the profit-making enterprises will overlook the 
rural communities and will not be serving the public the 
way the post office is supposed to, he said, 

Warfield was a city mail carrier lor 14 years, and, 
unlike many horror stories told by mailmen about dogs, 
he was never been attacked or even bothered by canines 
along his routes, 

“All dogs like him,” Leda Warfield said. “That’s why 
he never got bit. ” 

Alonzo did recall one instance when a boxer dog used to 
follow him throughout his route. The dog even guarded 
the mail during lunch breaks. 

"He sat there and watched (the mail), while 1 ate 
Nobody touched it,” explained Warfield. 

At the end of the route, the dog would go home and be 
waiting the next day. When the dog's owners tied him up, 
the dog would break loose and continue to escort W arfield 
After 14 years on the walking route. Warfield was trans- 
ferred to a rural route. He drove from Goddard Road to 
Inkster and down to Merriman. making about 340 stops 
He even had the opportunity to deliver his own mail 
While working as a rural carrier. Warfield used Ins own 
car and was only in one accident. A couple years ago. he

The Romulus Boani of Re- 
views heard 508 cases for lower 
property assessments this year.

Band: Secondary music program is tops

Since Dick Kruse became the 
head of the Romulus schools 
music department in 1974, 
Romulus bands have won more 
than 40 first division ratings at 
Michigan district, state and re- 
gional band festivals. 

That’s quite a record and one 
of which Kruse is very proud, 
but he's even more proud of the 
students, t he parents and the 
support he has received from 
the school system. 

The band program in the 
Romulus schools start in fourth 
grade and continues through 
12th grade. The program con- 
sists of more than 600 students, 
with 360 at the high school and 
junior high levels, 

Kruse mentioned that the 
bands have been heavily sup- 
ported by the community. 

"The teachers in the school 
are very cooperative. Every- 
body seems interested, 0 said 
Kruse, who has taught band for 
22 years, 

Kruse said the high school 
has three bands, directed 
under Henry James, including 
the concert band and the sym- 
phonic band, both with about HO 
students each, and the jazz 
band, with about 20 students. 
He added the junior high prog- 
ram, which he directs himself, 
has three bands including the 
symphonic band and concert 
band, with abpout 70 students 
in each, and the beginning 
band, with about 40 students in- 
volved Other bands are in- 
volved through the Romulus 
elementary schools. 

And what Kruse said he was 
the most proud of was the quali- 
ty and perfection the young 
musicians displayed during the 
Michigan band festivals. 

"I am very proud of what we 
have accomplished There are 
a lot of good kids In the hands. 
You can’t have a good band 


program if you don’t have the 
things working right," 

Kruse said the junior high 
symphony band has won 17 
straight festivals between the 
district and state competitions. 
He also mentioned that last 
year, the same band played in 
Washington D C., along with 
two Michigan high schools, for 
"Michigan Day. 1 * 

Kruse had a taste of perform- 
ing success during his in- 
strumental play ing years when 
he was a featured soloist with 
the University of Michigan 
band in 1961. That band 
traveled to the Soviet Union to 
play a concert and to Carnegie 
Hall, N.Y. 

Kruse said he was very proud 
of the fact that his junior high 
band program is tied for 
second place in the competition 
for the best Michigan band 
program at the junior high 
level. The competition fea* 
tured 624 slate bauds. 

A I recent district band festiv- 
als for the high school' and 
junior high, Kruse said the two 
bands scored "very well." He 
said the junior high symphonic 
band received all first division 
ratings* and the concert band 
scored all second division rat- 
ings. At the high school level, 
which Kruse complimented 
James on his efforts w r ifh the 
program, the concert band re- 
ceived two first division rat- 
ings and two second division 
ratings and the symphonic 
band received all first division 
ratings. 

“I’m really proud of what 
he’s (James) doing over there. 
He’s just done a fantastic job.” 

But, Kruse said, he does not 
want to take all of the credit for 
having such a successful band 
program, Kruse said he be- 
lieves the community and the 
school ha ve been great assets to 
the program, as well as the stu- 
dents.

Ruling allows local bond sales 


A March 22 ruling by the 
Michigan Supreme Court 
which makes Tax Increment 
Financing Authorities valid 
should speed public improve- 
ment financing for the $1 bil- 
lion, 1,000-acre Metro/ World 
Centre project, in Romulus, 
according to Dennis Oakes, 
Romulus economic develop- 
ment director. 

Oakes said this week that the 
court decision will impact 
Romulus by allowing bonds to 
be issued in the Wickham Road 
TIFA district. The bonds are 
needed to finance about $9 mil- 
lion worth of public improve- 
ments in the area - including 
the widening and resurfacing 
of Wickham Road, from Merri- 
man to Wick, and future im- 
provements of Smith and 
Venoy roads. The public im- 
provements - such as roads, 
sewage and water lines and 
street lighting - are needed be- 
fore a commercial developer 
will show an interest in the 
area, Oakes said. 

TIFA was created in 1975 by 
the state Legislature to allow 
cities to target new taxes with- 
in a specified area of the city 
and fund public improvements 
to spur private development. 


Under TIFA, a city can desig- 
nate an area of the city a 
“TIFA district. M The total 
Sta te Equalized Value of the re- 
gion is "frozen" at the time the 
TIFA district is created and 
.any new tax dollars generated 
in the region are pledged to re- 
pay outstanding debts of the 
TIFA. 

The debts are incurred be- 
cause of the sale of bonds to 
fund advance public improve- 
ments in the region. Once the 
bonds are repaid and the life of 
the TIFA have expired, the 
"frozen" SE V is adjusted to the 
market level. 

Gov. Blanchard last year 
asked the Supreme Court to 
issue an opinion on the constitu- 
tionality of "freezing" the land 
values and the capturing of new 
tax dollars for use by cities. 
Represntatives of other taxing 
entities within TIFA districts - 
school districts, county govern- 
ments and parks authorities - 
had complained and filed suits 
in lower courts, saying the TIFA 
districts deprived them of new 
tax dollars they would earn had 
the region SEV not been 
"frozen.'* 

In a 5-2 ruling, the Supreme 
Court ruled that TIFA plans 


are constitutional. The deci- 
sion was long awaited by city 
planners, like Oakes, who 
could not recommend the 
issuance of TIFA bonds to fund 
public improvements while the 
case was pending. 

Currently, three TIFA dis- 
tricts exist in Romulus - in the 
Wickham Road area, Airport 
Parking area and industrial 
park region. Both Airlines 
Parking and the industrial 
park have been developed, 
Oakes said, and the TIFAs are 
no longer needed. However, be- 
cause of the lawsuit, TIFA 
bonds could not be earlier 
issued to fund public improve- 
ments in the Airport Parking 
area, Oakes said. Instead, city 
officials negotiated an agree- 
ment w ith the developer to loan 
the city the needed money. The 
loan will be repaid using the 
new tax monies generated be- 
cause of the now-complete de- 
velopment. 

A similar loan arrangement 
for the $9 million in public im- 
provements to the Wickham 
Road area was also being cons- 
idered, before the ruling last 
week, Oakes said. However, 
the sale of TIFA bonds will now 
be the likely financing method. 


Halloween ? 

No, the several skeletons found 
in the closet at Merriman 
Elementary School, in Romu- 
lus, aren't for Halloween. But 
they are there for good 
reasons. Third-grade teacher 
Ginny Smith and her students 
have found learning about 
bones can be fun and creative. 
Smith s students have been 
studying bones and the skelet- 
al system for the past month 
as part of a “hand-on’' science 
project. The project started 
when the students used Dog 
Bonz (yes, the dog treats), pap- 
er clips and rubber bands to 
construct models of vertebrae. 
Smith said the Dog Bonz were 
used because the soft centers 
enabled students to push pap- 
er clips and rubber bands 
through them.

the city council and employed

wrote. 

The attorney cited several 
legal precedents and attorney 
general opinions as showing the 
conflict of interest. 

"Under common law, where 
incompatible offices are held 
by the same person, the accept- 
ance of the second office auto- 
matically vacates the first 
office," Galvin wrote. "Com- 
mon law, the city charter and 
state statute require an indi 
vidua) holding these two offices 
simultaneously to resign from 
one or to take a leave of abs- 
ence from the position with the 
police department because he 
cannot faithfully and impar- 
tially perform the duties of 
both offices." 

Flynn, the attorney for whom 
the opinion was prepared, also 
issued an interpretation of the 
issue. 

"It is and has been my opin- 
ion that the two offices claimed 
by Mr. Lambert are incompati- 
ble and that upon accepting 
employment by the city as a 
police cadet, he in effect res- 
igned. de facto, his position as 
council member.” Flynn 
wrote. "That therefore any ac- 
tion taken by Mr. Lambert as a 


as a council member may have 
serious legal impact upon the 
actions taken by said council on 
council member may well be 
declared void, or at least in- 
valid, and his continued acting 
behalf of people having’ busi- 
ness with the city and the re- 
liance on such actions.” 

Since the controversy began, 
Lambert has been present at 
only one of seven city council 
meetings. He attended the 
March 28 meeting. 

Despite the legal opinion, 
Lambert said he does not feel 
his resignation from the city 
council is necessary. 

"It was a nice letter, but I 
don’t feel it’s right,” Lambert 
said this w r eek. 

Council Chairman Mary Ann 
Banks said that it was a letter 
waiting to happen, and she 
thinks Lambert will do the 
"right thing because the coun- 
cil has waited patiently for him 
to come to a decision.” 

Councilman Noah Bergeron 
agreed with the attorneys 1 
opinion but feels it is too late for 
anything to be done legally be- 
cause, by the end of the month, 
Lambert will either have res- 
igned upon graduation of the 
police academy or rejoined the 
council. Legal action by the 
council would take several 
months, and, by that time, the 
whole controversy would be old 
news, he said. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry, on the other hand, feels 
that the letter was legitimate. 
Raspberry called for an end to 
the issue and urged Lambert's 
resignation. 

Councilman William Wads- 
worth said that he understands 
that Lambert intends to resign 
from the city council April 28 
and feels that the resignation is 
the right thing to do.

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Hospital rate hike 
approved by board

Hates for patients at Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority 
hospitals increased on Friday 
and will increase again July 1 

The PCHA hoard approved 
the 1988-89 fiscal year budget 
for the authority, which in- 
cludes rate increases for pa- 
tients. 

The rate increases are an 
attempt to reduce an operating 
loss expected for this year. A 
5-percent rate increase began 
Friday with a 4-percent in- 
crease approved to begin July 
L 

A $2,3 million loss is expected 
for the fiscal year which ends 
June 30, according to Maureen 
Camps, director of community 
relations for PCHA, 

"We will probably be losing 
money by the end of this year, 
but we hope to turn that around 
next year/ 1 Camps said, 

PCHA is expected to have net 
operating revenues of $101 mil- 
lion and operating expenses of 
$160 million. The new budget 
year begins July 1* and PCHA 
hopes to have an income of $1 
million in the new fiscal year. 
Camps said. 

That isn’t a large income for 
five hospitals, she said. PCHA 
is made up of Annapolis Hospit- 
al, as well as hospitals in Ypsi- 
lanti, Taylor, Lincoln Park and 
Trenton, 

Camps said the new budget is 
really a break even budget. 
“We’ve had some problems 
with a budget deficit,” she 
said, 

PCHA is attempting to con- 
vert into private non-profit hos- 
pitals rather than authority 
hospitals. Under the Hospital 
Authority Act of 1945, the 
PCHA was created, and it is 
still under the restrictions of 
that act, Camps said. 

The restrictions limit the 
things the PCHA can do to earn 
money. For example PCHA 
can’t go into joint ventures or 
form HMOs, Camps said, 

“We need to come out from 
under the restrictions. That is 
ultimately the way we are

going to be able to succeed,” 
she said. 

The proposal to change to 
private non-profit has been 
talked about for several years, 
bul legislation will be needed to 
make the change, Camps said. 

Michigan has 10 hospital au- 
thorities, but PCHA is the only 
one still under the restrictions, 
Camps said. 

“The other nine have been 
given the option to reorga- 
nize,” Camps said. “That's 
why this budget is a tough 
budget,’ 1 she said. 

The rate increase has 
brought the price of a semi- 
private room (two occupants) 
from $352 a day , to $370 a day on 
Friday, to $385 a day beginning 
July L The rate increases will 
also affect other services, she 
said. 

“We feel we’re still very 
competitive/’ she said. 

Along with the rate increase 
the PCHA will continue a 2/10 
mill tax assessment PCHA has 
the authority to assess 4/10 of a 
mill. “We could have raised it 
but decided to go with rate in- 
crease instead to put the cost on 
people who use the rooms,” 
Camps said. 

The hospitals will also limit 
capital purchases this year to 
help reduce the deficit, “We ll 
be doing more leasing rather 
than buying. Like any busi- 
ness, we re looking at our ex- 
penses and trying to operate as 
efficiently as we can,” she 
said. 

Westland Medical Center is 
not included in the rate in- 
creases. 


Hospital authority 
invests $1 million

The Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority approved 
the investment of a $1 million 
promissory note at its recent 
monthly meeting. 

The note was approved for 
Westland Health Network, 
which owns the Westland 
Medical Center in Westland. 
The network, made up of 
PCHA, Oakwood Hospital and 
Garden City Hospital, is put- 
ting up money to help the cen- 
ter get independent financing, 
according to Maureen Camps, 
director of community rela- 
tions at PCHA. 

Oakwood is also putting up a 
$1 million promissory note, 
while Garden City, which has a 
s maUer share, will be putting up 
a smaller amount she said. 

Camps said the promissory 
notes will enable Westland 
Medical Center to get financing 
for new programs at the hos- 
pital. 

The network has been look- 
ing at ways to use the space at 
Westland Medical since it was 
purchased by the consortium 
two years ago, Camps said. 

Use of the hospital had been 
down before the purchase. 
Since that time the new owners 


have looked for new ways to 
use the space, such as a re- 
sidential substance abuse 
program and other rehabilita- 
tion programs, she said. 

“Some programs have 
started, and some are just 
being proposed,” Camps said. 

“The center was losing 
money when it was sold to us. 
The plan is to try to bolster it 
up,” she said. 

The network is also looking 
at ways to provide services 
that may be inadequate for the 
need of the community not 
duplicating services already 
provided by PCHA or the other 
hospitals. 

PCHA is made up of Annapo- 
lis Hospital as well as hospitals 
in Ypsilanti, Taylor, Lincoln 
Park and Trenton, 

The Westland Health Net- 
work is also looking at possibly 
leasing space for new prog- 
rams. 

“Our options are very open. 
The idea is to get the best use 
out of that building. It’s better 
to use the space we have than 
build another building some- 
where else/* Camps said. 

Westland Medical Center is 
located on Merriman Road, 

The PCHA headquarters 
office is located at 33000 Anna- 
polis Avenue in Wayne. 


AIDS policy is adopted 


The Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority board 
approved the creation of a sub- 
committee to focus on Aquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS), 

The subcommittee, to be 
made up of physicians from the 
infectious disease committees 
of each hospital, will meet on 
an on-going basis to discuss 
issues pertaining to AIDS. 

The authority includes Anna- 
polis Hospital as well as hospit- 
als in Ypsilanti, Lincoln Park, 
Taylor and Trenton. 

Acquired Immune Deficien- 
cy Syndrome is a virus that 
breaks down the body’s im- 
mune system. 

“Hospitals everywhere are 
looking at their policy and pro- 
cedures as they relate to 
AIDS,” said Maureen Camps, 
director of community rela- 


tions for PCHA. 

Hospital personnel who deal 
with patients who come in for 
one diagnosis or another can’t 
be certain the patient doesn’t 
also have AIDS, Camps said. 

For that reason, personnel 
are required to wear protective 
gloves and masks. It’s good 
common sense for personnel 
who come into contact with pa- 
tients to take precautions, 
Camps said, 

“Hospitals have been hand- 
ling infection and disease all 
along,” Camps said. “Using 
universal precautions is just 
good common sense,” she said. 

PCHA and the AIDS subcom- 
mittee will also work to provide 
correct information about 
AIDS to the public. 

No one has been appointed to 
the committee yet and a meet- 
ing schedule has not been de- 
cided, Camps said.

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Added millage sought 
in special education

Wayne County voters are 
being asked to pay an addition- 
al 1 mill in property taxes to 
help support special education 
programs. 

The Wayne County In- 
termediate School District 
board of education will place 
the request for the tax increase 
on the Aug. 2 primary ballot. 
The WCISD acts as an liason 
between local school districts 
and the state Department of 
Education for educational 
programs and funding. 

County taxpayers are 
already assessed 1 mill to help 
support programs and services 
for handicapped children in 
Wayne County. In August 1974, 
the electorate decided to help 
fund the special education 
programs mandated and, in 
part, funded by the state. 

WCISD officials explained 
that, beginning with the 1982-83 
school year, the 1 mill fell short 
of covering all special educa- 
tion program costs, resulting in 
the initiation of chargebacks to 
local districts to cover a por- 
tion of the costs of resident stu- 
dents attending the programs. 

During the 1986-87 school 
year, officials in the Wayne 
County Association of School 
Administrators examined the 
need to increase funding for 
special education center prog- 
rams. 

Jerry Montecillo, chairman 
of the WCASA Special Educa- 
tion Advisory Committee and 
superintendent of the Taylor 
school district, said that the 
WCASA ‘ unanimously sup- 


ported an increase of 1 mill to 
support the education of hand- 
icapped persons/' 

WCISD board members 
adopted a resolution March 9 to 
place the issue on the primary 
election ballot. 

The ballot proposal will 
read: “Shall the one (1) mill 
limitation on the annual prop- 
erty tax previously approved 
by the electors of the In- 
termediate School District of 
the County of Wayne, State of 
Michigan, for the education of 
handicapped persons be in- 
creased by one mill?” 

A mill represents $1 of prop- 
erty tax for each $1,000 of state 
equalized property value. The 
SEV is equal to one-half of the 
fair market value of the prop- 
erty. Thus, the added millage 
would cost the taxpayer own- 
ing a $40,000 house about $20 ex- 
tra each year. 

School officials said there 
are more than 35,000 identified 
handicapped students in 
Wayne County, and more than 
29,000 - 83 percent - of them are 
considered "high incidence 
students/' High-incidence stu- 
dents are educable mentally 
impaired, emotionally im- 
paired, learning disabled, 
speech and language impaired 
or pre-primary impaired, 

WCISD officials said that the 
handicapped are provided 
programs in each of the 34 
Wayne County school districts, 
in addition to the local and state 
funds utilized to support the 
programs. 

The school officials believe 
that if additional revenues are 
not found, a shortfall for the 
1987-88 school year will exceed 
$9 million. 


‘Delinquent taxes’ net 
a loss of county land

County-owned land could 
gradually be whittled away be- 
cause the county has not been 
paying taxes for the property. 

Wayne County Commission- 
ers are concerned that county- 
owned property is being confis- 
cated for failure to pay local 
property taxes, and they want 
to know why. 

The commissioners 
approved a resolution asking 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara to inventory 
all county-owned land, deter- 
mine which land has been 
placed on local community tax 
rolls and find out which land 
may be sold for delinquent 
taxes. 

According to Jim Graham, a 
spokesman for the commis- 
sioners, a law was passed in the 
late 1970s which allowed com- 
munities to add to their tax 
rolls land owned by the county. 

Graham said Romulus was 
one of the first communities to 


take advantage of the law, with 
county-owned land surround- 
ing the airport. 

The commissioners learned 
that much of this land may now 
be in default for not paying loc- 
al taxes and may be sold at the 
May 3 annual tax sale of lands 
for delinquent taxes. 

Roger Wojtowicz, of the 
county treasurer’s office, said 
it is difficult to list the prop- 
erties of concern, but he sus- 
pects that most of them are 
small tracts of land. He said 
once these smaller properties 
are inventoried, the commis- 
sioners will have a clearer pic- 
ture of the situation. 

The commissioners have 
charged McNamara with com- 
pleting an inventory of these 
properties and determining 
which county-owned prop- 
erties have been sold for delin- 
quent taxes since 1983 and 
which properties are currently 
slated for sale. 

Wojtowicz said he believes 
the properties involved are lo- 
cated throughout the county. 


Regional school meeting set

An organizational meeting is 
planned for area in-formula 
school board members and su- 
perintendents at 7:30 p.m. 
April 30 in Southgate. 

Frederic E. Champnella II, 
president of the Southgate 
Board of Education, is one of 
the organizers of the meeting, 
which is aimed at achieving 
parity in school funding. 

In-formula school districts 
are those included in state aid 
programs. Out-of-formula 
school districts are wealthier 
and not qualitied for state 
monies. 

Of the 34 school districts in 
Wayne County, 21 are in- 
formula. Wayne-Westland, In- 
kster. Romulus, Van Buren, 
and Plvmouth-Canton schools 
are all in-formula districts. 

Even with this program of 
state aid for less wealthy 
school districts, there is not 
parity in education, Champnel- 
la said. 

The meeting, which will be 
held in the Madison Room of 
the Presidential Inn in South- 
gate. will focus on concerns of 
funding parity. 

The United States was found- 
ed on an idea of free schooling 
for all children, Champnella 
said. But the disparities be- 
tween have districts and have 
not districts are large, he said. 


Some districts spend as little 
as $2,000 per student per year, 
while others spend $5,000, 
according to Paul Jones, super- 
intendent of Southgate schools. 

Many communities, by vir- 
tue of having a large industry, 
have better educational oppor- 
tunities for their students, 
Champnella said. 

Legislators are taking a lon- 
ger look at education in Michi- 
gan during this legislative ses- 
sion, Champnella said. 

"I don’t see assurances that 
inequities are going to be re- 
solved,” he said. 

The agenda for the meeting 
includes developing a mission 
statement, "Unequal Educa- 
tional Opportunity - What’s 
Happening Now,” current 
proposals relative to finance 
reform, in-formula issues and 
concerns. 

The meeting is to be organi- 
zational, Champnella said. 
Whether the group will formal- 
ly organize will be decided at 
the meeting. 

Sheila Page, secretary of the 
Huron Board of Education, is 
also helping to organize the 
meeting. 

Once a mission is decided on, 
the issues will be taken to legis- 
lators. “We don’t have much 
time. We need to get on the 
bandwagon.” Champnella 
said.

Western Wayne County has experi- 
enced an apartment boom in the past 
two years, but finding occupants doesn't 
seem to be a problem. 

George Wilheimi, planning director 
for the city of Westland, said the con- 
struction boom began about three years 
ago in Westland. "I think it's leveling off 
at this particular point/ 1 he said. 

But several communities have had 
growth in apartment construction. 
According to figures from the Southeast- 
ern Michigan Council of Governments 
based on building permits, several com- 
munities have new apartment com- 
plexes in the past two years. 

In 1986 figures show Canton Township 
had permits issued for eight apart- 
ments. In 1987 Canton had permits 
issued for 88 new apartments. 

Sherry Kelly, licensed broker for Hon- 
eytree Apartments and Townhouses in 
Canton Township, said the occupancy of 
apartments has remained steady. 

“But there are an astronomical num- 
ber of apartment buildings going up/ 1 
she said. 

The Honeytree complex has remained 
at about 90 percent occupancy, Kelly 
said. “It could be better had there not 
been so many constructions in the 
area,” she said. 

Kelly said construction in Livonia, 
Farmington and Westland have created 
competition for Canton developments. 

Van Buren Township had no 1986 mul- 
tiple family building permits, while in 
1987 permits for 178 apartments were 
listed. 

More apartments are planned for Van 
Buren, according to Helen Foster, Van

Buren Township treasurer and member 
of the township planning commission. 

Nearly 700 units are planned in a new 
development called Oak Landings, Fos- 
ter said. But occupancy has not been a 
problem in Van Buren, Foster said, 

“The market studies out here have 
been good/ 1 she said. The Oak Landings 
project is so large, the developer plans 
to build in phases to see how well it goes 
over. 

But those already built have excellent 
occupancy rates, Foster said. “There is 
certainly room for multiple family de- 
velopment in the community/ 1 she said. 

In Westland in 1986, 56 apartment per- 
mits were issued according to SEMCOG 
statistics. In 1987, 338 permits were 
issued for multiple family construction, 
according to SEMCOG data. 

Wilheimi said occupancy has been 
good for the completed projects. In a 
survey completed in December 1987, 
Westland had a 2-percent vacancy rate, 
Wilheimi said. 

That survey was the first of its kind in 
Westland, he said. 

Wilheimi said Westland is a good area 
for apartments as far as population 
trends go. With the growth in the num-

bers of senior citizens, singles, and sing- 
le parent families, apartments have be- 
come more popular. 

Although there is not necessarily an 
increase in population, there is an in- 
crease in the number of families be- 
cause families are smaller, Wilheimi 
said. 

“We're filling a need in Westland,” he 
said . Westland has a lower land cost and 
quite a market, he said. 

One apartment complex in Westland, 
The Landings, is adding more apart- 
ments to meet demand. The complex 
was started in 1979 and more buildings 
have been added each year, according to 
Fred Madsen, manager. 

By the time it's completed the com- 
plex will have 22 buildings with a total of 
1,100 apartments, Madsen said. 

But occupancy has not been a prob- 
lem, he said. Many people are waiting 
for the new buildings to open, he said. 

In other areas of western Wayne coun- 
ty, there has not been an influx of apart- 
ments In Belleville, Inkster, Romulus, 
Sumpter Township and Wayne no new 
apartment permits have been issued in 
1986 and 1987, according to SEMCOG 
statistics. 
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You can’t always 
please everyone 

You can’t always please everyone . . and one man’s misfor- 
tune is another man’s gain. 

Those statements are perfect axioms for the record books. 
But they arc also good lessons to be learned for city officials in 
Wayne and Romulus this week, officials who are participating 
- ever so subtly - in a legal battle and border war. 

Romulus city officials filed a lawsuit Jan. 7, seeking an in- 
junction to prevent the city of Wayne from buying land in 
Romulus for conversion of wetlands. Named in the suit were 
the city of Wayne and Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources. the state agency which approved the Romulus site for 
wetlands conversion. 

Wayne officials purchased the 72-acre plot of land in Romu- 
lus last year, after Ford Motor Co. officials announced a $340 
million expansion of the Wayne Assembly Plant. Because part 
of the expansion project was to be built on wetlands - the bogs, 
swamps and marshes designated and protected in the state 
from development - Wayne officials had to find a piece of 
property nearby to create a manmade wetlands area. 

The Romulus site, on Van Born and Hannan roads, was the 
choice, and the purchase of the property from a private owner 
was finalized. 

But Romulus officials objected to the sale, protesting the fact 
that once the land became a wetland, it would be taken off of the 
city tax rolls. Until the wetland conversion, the land was worth 
about $7,000 in tax revenue to the city and schools, Romulus 
officials contend. Under state law. however, wetlands have no 
property value and, therefore, cannot be used in assessing 
property taxes. 

Romulus officials said the city of Wayne should locate the 
manmade wetland elsewhere or compensate the city of Romu- 
lus for the loss in tax revenues. 

A Wayne County Circuit court judge, however, disagreed last 
week. 

Circuit Court Judge Harry J Dingeman dismissed the suit, 
saying that a city has the right to purchase property outside 
city limits and use the land - even as a wetland Romulus 
officials have said they will appeal the decision. 

We believe such an appeal is short-sited and a poor use of 
taxpayers’ money. 

This legal battle is clear-cut and simple. Clearly, the city of 
Wayne has the right to purchase land from a private citizen. 
And, as the judge’s decision last week made crear. the right of 
the city of Wayne to use the property as a wetland is also within 
the boundaries of what we call legality. 

Furthermore, Romulus officials should be the first to under- 
stand the concept of ' hurting a few to benefit many.” For 
Wayne, the $7,000 annual loss in tax revenues for Romulus is 
minimal compared to the scope of the $340 million expansion of 
the Ford Motor Co. facility. And in Romulus, the misfortune of 
those who are being persuaded to sell their homes and property 
to make way for new development near the airport and other 
areas of the city is no less painful than the former example. 
The legal border war between the two cities is, at this point, 
without a worthy cause and should not continue. Taxpayers 
should not be forced to fund an ongoing saga. 

Councilman must resign 

One Romulus city councilman apparently thinks he is above 
the law . Such a fact is a poor example of public leadership - one 
that the citizens of this community, this newspaper and the 
very standards of public office cannot tolerate or accept. 

His colleagues should follow suit and take immediate action 
to resolve the dilemma. 

Romulus Councilman Alan Lambert is holding his ground 
this week in not following a legal opinion given to the city about 
his status as a city councilman and police officer trainee Lam- 
bert, a three-term councilman who entered the Detroit police 
academy Jan. 18 in hopes of, later this month, becoming a 
certified police officer in Romulus, said he will not resign from 
his seat on the council because he does not believe he is doing 
anything wrong. 

Apparently, Lambert has not yet read a legal opinion given to 
the him and the city on the issue, has not considered the embar- 
rassment of his actions to the city, the potential for making null 
and void all actions of the council he has sat on during the police 
officer training period and his responsibilities and ethical stan- 
dards of an elected public officials. 

The legal opinion, given by attorney Joseph F. Galvin, is 
quite clear: 

“A person may not simultaneously be both a member of the 
city council and employed by the city as a police recruit dis- 
patcher (police officer in training) for three reasons: the two 
offices are incompatible; the city charter prohibits such em- 
ployment because of conflicts of interest; Michigan law re- 
quires a person to either resign from one position or take a 
leave of absence, without pay, from the position with the police 
, department.” 

And, in an interpretation from city legal counselor Wendell 
C. Flynn: 

”... the two offices claimed by Mr. Lambert are incompati- 
ble and that upon accepting employment by the city as a police 
cadet, he in effect resigned, de facto, his position as council 
member. That therefore any action taken by Mr. Lambert as a 
council member may well be declared void, or at least invalid, 
and his continued acting as a council member may have se- 
rious legal impact upon the actions taken by said council on 
behalf of people having business with the city and the reliance 
on such actions.” 

The continued disregard for the law by Lambert is unaccept- 
able and outrageous It is now the duty of the city administra- 
tion and other city council members to seek immediate redress 
and resolution to this problem. By failing to take action, these 
council members and city administrators will, likewise, be 
shirking their responsibilities of their elected offices. 

Again, we call for the immediate resignation of Mr. Lambert 
from the city council orthe police academy. The seriousness of 
this issue cannot be taken lightly - nor should it be tolerated by 
Romulus citizens or officials. 

Elected officials must be above reproach, above suspicion 
and above the high standards of morality before they ever 
accept a public office. Being above the law is not a part of the 
job description.

Snider’s credo: 
Time, hard work 
make a winner

A high school coach can't afford to stop coaching. 

The problem is not finances (in some cases it may be), but if a 
coach pauses to look over his shoulders, the others will blow right 
past him.

PSORIASIS- 
CAUSES AND 
TREATMENTS 


By Michael T. Goldfarb, M.D. 

In last week’s article I discussed 
the symptoms of psoriasis — red 
patches, dry scales, and itching 
usually on the elbows, knees, and 
scalp. The cause is unknown, but 
heredity seems to play a role. Men 
and women are equally affected 
with the onset of the disease most 
common between the ages of 15 
and 35, It is not contagious, 

EASY DIAGNOSIS 

The skin lesions of psoriasis are 
so characteristic that the physician 
can usually make the diagnosis on 
observation alone. Occasionally, a 
confusing case requires a biopsy of 
the involved skin to make the 
diagnosis. No blood test is required 
with the diagnosis of psoriasis. 

I R BATMEN T 

Currently there ts no cure for 
psoriasis, but there are treatments 
that can help control the disease 
and even temporarily clear it* 

The simplest forms of treatment 
involves just lubricating the skin 
with a bland emollient and using a 
tar shampoo for the scalp. Natural

sunlight is also helpful in clearing 
psoriasis. 

There are topical prescription 
medications available for mild to 
moderate psoriasis that may help 
greatly. Topical corticosteroid 
creams can rapidly clear a patch of 
psoriasis, but it can recur once 
therapy is stopped* They must be 
used with caution because 
prolonged use leads to thinning of 
the skin. 

Tar and a medication called 
anthralin are two other agents used 
topically to clear psoriasis. 

However, they have the 
disadvantage of staining clothes 
and may cause skin irritation. 

When psoriasis is extensive on 
the body, artificial light treatments 
at the doctor's office, and even 
medication by mouth may be 
necessary PUVA, which is psoralen 
by mouth, and ultraviolet light A, 
are effective for severe psoriasis. 

Methotrexate and Etretinate are 
two oral medications that can also 
help in difficult cases. These 
treatments all have side effects and 
require close medical supervision.

“I really love Belleville. It is small enough so that 
you can know people, and it is a good, safe commun- 
ity to raise children," Chris said. “I would like to see 
more shops downtown, particularly women’s shops. 
Because women are the shoppers in most house- 
holds its important to have gift shops and speciality 
shops to bring women downtown. 

Glenn and Chris Silvenis agree that one of the 
most difficult aspects of the life of the mayor and his 
family is budgeting time. However, they said, Eric 
is "involved in teen activities and Aaron is pretty 
used to his father working late," so the busy sche- 
dule of the mayor has been accepted by the family. 

“There are weeks when Glenn has commitments 
all five nights of the week," Chris said. “It is impor- 
tant for the family to be strong and to learn to accept 


live," she said. As Poole's military career took him 
to different assignments, the Poole family learned 
to live in locations all over the world. 

The family’s three daughters, LeRhea, Gena and 
Lynnette, were each born in different states. 

"He is very devoted to his family. His family 
comes first,” Mrs. Poole said. 

Poole proved that recently when his wife under- 
went a mastectomy. He missed two township meet- 
ings during that time. 

“Jim was a basket case. It all happened so fast,” 
Mrs. Poole said. After a biopsy determined there 
was cancer she had surgery by the beginning of 
March. 

“It was hard for Jim to deal with because he felt 
so bad for me" she said. “My family has all been 
very supportive and really good about it," 
she said, 

Mrs, Poole said she is just thankful the 
cancer was detected before it spread. 

Mrs, Poole said she had seen television 
reports about Nancy Reagan's bout with 
breast cancer. “Hold my mother it the first 
lady can deal with this I guess the first lady 
of Canton can do it," she said. 

The Pooies have been married for 33 
years. When telling the story of how they 
first met, Mrs. Poole says with a laugh, 
“You won't believe this," 

The couple met when Jim Poole was in 
the Air Force. He was visiting a friend in 
Kentucky, in the town where Greta lived. 
He visited a church where Greta was sing- 
ing in the choir. 

“He saw me and said he wanted to meet 
me and that he wanted to marry me,” Mrs. 
— Poole said. 

Two months later he had given her an 
engagement ring and four months after that they 
were married. 

The family lived in Maine, California, Montana, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Guam during Poole’s 
military career, 

Poole first sought public office when he was 
elected township trustee in 1972. He was defeated 
in his first bid for the supervisor’s job in 1974 but 
was elected to the job in 1980. He was re-elected in 
1984 and is planning to seek re-election this year, 
his wife said. 

Being the supervisor's wife hasn’t changed life 
much for Mrs. Poole. “We see less of him and the 
phone rings a lot more," she said,

home/’ 

The Hamiltons enjoy working 
on the yard of their Huron River 
Drive home, having dinner with 
friends on the weekend and 
“just relaxing at home/ 1 
Lois Hamilton also “does her 
thing” as well as helping her 
spouse to do his. She is vice pres- 
ident of the Belleville Area Re- 
publican Club, a precinct dele- 
gate and a substitute teacher for 
the Van Buren School District. 

I enjoy teaching - having 
contact with the children and 
the other teachers. It is really a 
world away from everyday 
problems/ 1 she said.

Becoming the first lady of 
Westland did not change Griffin 
at all, she said. She did not join 
the jet set or talk on every cause 
in the city. 

11 Margaret is Margaret 
wherever she goes/ 1 Griffin 
said of herself, 

Griffin is a secretary at Titus 
Elementary School. She said 
she used to be really active in 
community organizations until 
her husband decided to seek the 
job of mayor. 

She said then time became too 
valuable. 

“1 don't think he’s been home 
for dinner in two years/ 1 Griffin 
joked. 

The couple said they try to set 
limits on the social engage- 
ments they attend. If they don’t, 
Griffin said, they could be 
attending get-togethers every 
weekend. 

The mayor said his wife is 
selective of which events she 
attends. 

“When I need to be there, 1 am 
there/’ Griffin said. She said if 
she attended all the functions 
they were invited to the house 
would be a shambles and their 
three sons would forget who 
they are. 

Mary Jo Patterson 

A dynamic husband-wife duo 
is at the reins of the Romulus 
School Board. Technically, it is 
the husband who holds the title 
of “president/ 1 but it is his w r ife 
who adds constant support and 
assistance. 

Mary Jo Patterson, 40, is the 
wife of Romulus School Board 
President Pat Patterson. 42, 
Being the wife of the president, 
she said, has allowed her to 
share her husband's job. 

“I attend (school) board meet- 
ings whenever possible. He tries 
to include me and lets me know 
what's going on/ 1 said Patter- 
son, “I go to many board meet- 
ings, but I go as a citizen and not 
really as a wife.” 

Although there are some 
topics on which the two have not 
agreed, Patterson said school 
issues are not the mainstay of 
their conversations.

“And he is seldom at home, so 
they would just go ahead and 
tell me what their problem was, 

“Of course, 1 w f ould try to ex- 
plain that I didn't have any pow- 
er to help them, but they would 
reply that I was his wife and he 
would listen to me. 11 

Mrs. Davis has been listening 
to people for many years and 
conveying messages to her hus- 
band since he decided to get in- 
volved in politics. And when was 
that? 

“As long as I can remember. 
And that's a pretty long time/* 

Louise and Joseph Davis met 


in Illinois after World War II, 
while Davis was serving in the 
Air Force, They were married 
shortly afterward in Toledo, 
and the marriage has produced 
five children - Gregory, Alfred, 
Paul, Mark and Francis. 

An Inkster product, the 
mayor was a natural for poll- 
tics, according to his wife, “ be- 
cause he loves people/* 

“Joe is a down-to-earth per- 
son who will listen and try to 
help you solve your problem,” 
Mrs. Davis said, “It was natural 
for him to turn to politics be- 
cause he wants to help, and he 
gets along with people/ 1 

But she is also the first to 
admit that politics can put a 
strain on relationships, espe- 
cially families. 

“There are so many meetings 
you have to attend, and when 
you’re trying to raise kids, it 
sometimes gets hectic/’ she 
said.

That, too, was 
also a natural thing for him to 
do, and i expected it was also 
natural for him to make the 
move. People had been urging 
him for quite some time to run 
(for the mayor’s office) and, by 
the overwhelming vote he won 
by, the people obviously wanted 
a change/ 1 

Has anything changed since 
her husband has become the top 
elected official in the city of In- 
kster? 

“No, not really. They still call 
here at all times of the day and 
night, and I still listen to their 
complaints. And pass them on to 
Joe."

This key 
lime is 
no lie 



The warm spring days have 
been far too few, but they do 
bring to mind the wonderful de- 
sserts that are warmer weath- 
er favorites. While this tart 
(actually more of a pie) is per- 
fect for warm days, it is also 
the perfect dessert for any spi- 
cy meal. Nothing is better after 
a great Mexican feast than this 
wonderful, cool lime treat. 

Actually, this puts Key Lime 
Pie to shame, particularly in 
light of the horrible excuses 
many places serve today and 
pass off as the real Key Lime 
original. 

The tart lime contrasts with 
the sweet buttery crust in this 
dessert and a dollop of whip- 
ped, sweetened cream adds the 
final touch. Briefly soaking the 
limes in boiling water removes 
any bitterness from the zest 
(the colored part of the skin), as 
well as wax or impurities, and 
releases more juice when the 
limes are squeezed. The tart 
can be prepared a day ahead 
and will bring raves from those 
lucky enough to taste this treat 


TANGY LIME TART 


5 large juicy limes 

1 cup plus 2 tablespoons 
granulated sugar {more for 
those with a sweet tooth) 

2 whole eggs 
4 egg yolks 

2 sticks (8 ounces) unsalted 
butter, cut into teaspoons 
t 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 
1/2 cup confectioners 1 sugar 
Strips of lime zest for garnish. 
If desired 

Sweetened whipped cream 

In a medium-sized, heatproof 
bowl, cover the limes with boiling 
water and let steep for two mi- 
nutes. Drain the limes and pat 
dry. Let cool. 

Finely grate enough zest from 
the limes to yield 4 teaspoons. Do 
not include any of the bitter white 
pith. Squeeze 2/3 cup of juice 
from the limes. In a heavy, 
medium-sized, nonaluminium 
saucepan, combine the zest, juice 
and granulated sugar. Stir to par- 
tially dissolve the sugar. 

In a small bowl, lightly whisk 
the whole eggs and egg yolks to 
blend. Set the saucepan of lime 
juice over moderate heat and 
whisk in the eggs. Continue 
whisking until the mixture is very 
hot and slightly thickened, about 
five minutes. Do not let boil. 

Remove the pan from the heat 
and quickly whisk in six tables- 
poons of the butter. Strain the 
lime curd into a small bowl. Cov- 
er the surface with a circle of 
waxed paper to prevent a skin 
from forming. Let cool to room 
temperature. (The curd can be 
prepared up to three days ahead 
and refrigerated.) 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. In 
a medium bowl, stir together the 
flour and confectioners 1 sugar. 
Cut or rub in the remaining one 
stick plus two Tablespoons un- 
salted butter until the dough can 
be squeezed into a ball. Flatten 
the dough into an 8-inch disk and 
transfer it to a 9-by-l inch fluted 
tart pan with a removable bot- 
tom. Press the dough evenly over 
the bottom and up the sides of the 
pan. Prick the dough all over with 
a fork. Place the pan on a baking 
sheet and bake on the lower shelf 
of the oven for 30 to 35 minutes, or 
until the crust is golden brown. 
Transfer to a rack and let cool to 
room temperature. 

Unmold the tart shell and place 
it on a serving platter. Spread the 
lime curd evenly over the tart 
shell, cover loosely with foil and 
refrigerate until chilled, about 
one hour. 

Garnish the tail with twisted 
strips of lime zest and a few' dol- 
lops of the whipped cream. Serve 
generous portions of whipped 
cream separately to individual 
tastes.

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Mom’s advice 
has paid off 
for area cook

onica DubieTs mother in- 
sisted that she learn to 
cook, but she loves to do it 
anyway. 

“I ended up with five sons, and they 
love to eat,” Dubiel said, 

Dubiel draws on her Polish back- 
ground and prepares dishes her 
mother used to make. 

Her mother stressed cooking and 
taught all four of her daughters to 
cook. “She figured someday we would 
get married and have to know how to 
cook. 

She was right. Dubiel got married to 
a man of also of Polish descent and he 
requested dishes she had to work to 
master. 

One of his favorites is potato pan- 
cakes. Dubiel was too proud to ask 
her mother-in-law for the recipe for 
fear she would think she couldn't 
cook. 

So each time her mother-in-law sent 
potato pancakes to her she analyzed 
them. Finally, one day she made a 
batch herself Her husband asked if 
they were his mother's. ‘T said mo, 1 
did it all on my own,'" she said. 

All her years of persistence as a 
cook paid off. ‘Tm the only one of all 
my sisters who knows how to cook all 
my mother's recipes," she said. 

Her advice to novice cooks is to 
keep trying. She also said young hus- 
bands should be supportive of their 
wives' cooking. 

*T tell my sons, ‘don't knock them 
down. If you make fun they won't try 
anymore/" she said. 

Dubiel makes many dishes ahead of 
time to feed her hungry sons when 
they drop by. She also has 11 grand- 
children, 

Dubiel learned many tricks of the 
cooking trade when she worked with 
Buda Catering, 

While working as a cook with the 
catering service she learned other 
types of ethnic cooking. But Polish 
cooking is still her favorite type. 

After living in Inkster for 32 years, 
the Dubiels moved to Westland. 

Dubiel said she used to make her own 
sauerkraut when she lived in Inkster. 
Now she uses canned sauerkraut be- 


cause of her smaller kitchen. 

But she still rinses it with water 
several times before cooking with it - 
a tip she learned while working with 
the catering service. 

Alter years of cooking, Dubiel has 
some secrets to success. She recom- 
mended practicing to become a good 
cook. When makmg pierogies, Dubiel 
said she was many times a failure be- 
fore she was successful, 

"You've got to know how to close 
your dough," she said. To close the 
dough she crimps the edges with her 
fingers. "A lot of women use a fork, 
but 1 don't like to do that," she said. 

She also recommends using a veal 
mixture in her cabbage rolls because 
beef alone makes them tougher* 

When making Angel Wings, she re- 
commends rolling the dough out very 
thin, "If you ever buy them from a 
bakery you'll find they are hard as a 
rock, but these are light and tender," 
she said. 

Along with cooking Dubiel is an avid 
bingo player. She also sews and 
crochets. "I just love to be busy," she ! 
said. 

She often keeps busy volunteering to 
cook the food for parties. She even 
cooked ail the food for her son's wed- 
ding, She made the food at home and 
transported it to California on a plane. 

Many people consider cooking a 
hard job, but not Dubiel. “For me it 
isn't hard. I think it almost has to be 
in you to enjoy cooking," she said. 


POTATO CHEESE FILLING 

5 pounds Idaho potatoes 

1/2 cup cheese 

1 targe onion, chopped fine 

Margarine 

Salt, pepper 

Saute onion in margarine. Add to 
cooked potatoes and cheese. Add salt and 
pepper. Place in pierogies. 


SAUERKRAUT FILLING 


4 cups kraut rinsed and cooked 

2 onions 

1/2 mushroom 

Salt, pepper 

Mix ingredients together and place in 
pierogies. 


ANGEL WINGS 


PIEROGIES 


3 eggs 
3 cups flour 
1/2 cup water 
3/4 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon sour cream 
1 teaspoon oil 


Mound flour on kneading board and 
make a hole in the center. Drop eggs into 
hole and cut flour with knife. Add salt, 
sour cream, oil and water and knead until 
firm. Let sit for 10 minutes covered. 

Divide dough in half and roll out. Cut 
circles with a biscuit cutter. Place a teas- 
poonful of filling to one side on each round 
of dough. Moisten the edge, fold over and 
purse edges together firmly. Be sure they 
are well sealed to prevent the filling from 
running out. 

Drop in boiling salted water, cook gent- 
ly for 3 to 5 minutes. Lift out of water 
carefully with perforated spoon. 

Don't crowd or pile uncooked pierogies 
together - they will stick. 

For fillings Dubiel uses potato cheese 
filling or sauerkraut 


4 egg yolks 
1 egg white 

1/4 cup powdered sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 tablespoon rum or whisky 
1 cup flour 

Add salt to eggs and beat for five mi- 
nutes. Add sugar and flavoring and beat 
until well blended. Fold in flour. Transfer 
to well-floured board. Knead until the 
dough does not stick to your hand. 

Cut dough in half. Roll very thin and cut 
into strips about 4 inches long. Slit each 
piece in center and pull one end through 
slit. Fry in hot fat until lightly browned. 
Drain on absorbent paper towel and 
sprinkle with powdered sugar. 


SAUERKRAUT SOUP 


1 can sauerkraut 
4 quarts of water 

1 pound green or yellow split peas 
1 pound salt pork 
Salt, pepper 

Rinse sauerkraut four times and add 
the water and cook until tender - about two 
hours. While cooking, boil peas until soft 
and add to the sauerkraut. 

Cut salt pork into tiny pieces. Add to 
kraut and cook for 15 minutes. Serve* 


1/2 pound ground beef 

1/2 cup rice 

2 eggs 

1 onion, chopped fine 

3 tablespoons butter 

salt, pepper 

Remove core from whole head of cab- 
bage with sharp knife. 

Scald the cabbage in boiling water. 

Remove a few leaves at a time as they 
wilt. Cool before using. 

Wash rice in cold water and stir into 2 
quarts rapidly boiling, salted water. Boil 
10 minutes and strain. Run cold water 
through the rice in strainer. 

Saute onion in butter only until it be- 
comes transparent. 

Combine onion, meat, eggs, rice and 
seasonings and mix well. Spread each 
cabbage leaf with meat about 1/2 inch 
thick, Fold opposite sides and roll starting 
with one of the open ends. 

Place green leaf of cabbage on bottom 
of a baking dish and place rows of cab- 
bage rolls in the dish. Cover each row with 
a mixture of catsup and tomato juice. 

To make mixture, mix two bottles of 
catsup to one can of tomato juice and add 
1/2 can of water. 

Cover the baking dish with foil and bake 
for two hours at 350 degrees.

1/2 pound ground veal 
1/2 pound ground pork 


11/2 cup soft bread crumbs 
1/2 cup milk 
1/2 pound ground veal

Commission-free home sales debut 

Belleville men 
start ‘creative’ 
marketing plan

A new concept in commission-free 
home marketing is being introduced In 
western Wayne County by three Belleville 
area men. 

Robert Hall, Stan Mars and Landy W. 
Box have formed Creative Home Market- 
ing, Inc,* 10820 Belleville Road, to offer 
home marketing services for a set fee 
$1 ,495 with between $200 and $450 payable 
at the time of listing. 

One of their first tasks, the three men 
said, is to inform their clients about the 
“no commission M concept. People are 
accustomed to paying six or seven per- 
cent of the total selling price of their 
homes to the firm that sells them, they 
said. The idea of not paying a commission 
is a new idea for this area, although it has 
been successfully introduced in several 
other states* according to the real estate 
salesmen. 

Hall said the primary difference in 
their plan and traditional real estate sell- 
ing is that Creative Home Marketing 
charges a set fee instead of a commission. 
This method, he said, ensures that the 
firm will devote as much of its time, 
efforts and attention to the sale of a 
$40,000 home as they would to one that 
lists for $200,000. 

The men indicated that the size of the 
initial payment -$200 to $450 -depends on 
the type of advertising package that the 
seller decides wall best fit his or her indi- 
vidual needs. 

In addition. Hall said, the firm uses 
videotaping and computerization to aid 
buyers in selecting the home of their 
choice. Hall noted that most people do not 
have time to travel from house to house to 
examine the features. Likewise, most sel- 
lers do not want to be tied down with

appointments to show their homes to peo- 
ple who may not be serious buyers or 
qualified for financing. 

"Prospective buyers can look at video 
tapes of the homes in their price range 
and then select which of them suits their 
needs. Then, they can make appoint- 
ments to see the ones in which they have a 
special interest. This saves time and trou- 
ble for both the buyer and the seller," Hall 
said. “In addition, buyers are pre- 
qualified before they view a home." 

Hall said that the marketing company 
is a "full service" operation w r hieh pro- 
vides wooden signs, video tapes of the in- 
terior and exterior of the homes, kits for 
buyers and sellers and the screening of 
phone calls. They also offer consultations, 
prepare purchase agreements, arrange 


financing for qualified buyers, provide 
statements on activity of listings and 
advertising. Hall said the company 
serve&as a liaison between the buyer and 
seller in negotiations and conducts clos- 
ings in their office. Legal aid is available 
for an additional fee, he said. 

The three men also operate an "apart- 
ment finder" service with no fee to the 
renter, 

“We will have all of the information on 
the apartments on a video tape that will 
allow people to make one stop for a deci- 
sion on a rental unit," Mars said, "In 
addition, we are planning to extend our 
service with a builder to show model 
homes in the same manner."
